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Let’s Take Stock 
Of the Future Now 


Exciting prospects for the future of 
Atlanta’s metropolitan area as outlined in 
Sunday’s M-Day edition of The Journal- 
Constitution have a sobering effect in- 
deed when one considers the challenges 
ahead. 


Now that we've started toward that 
second million, it’s time again to take 
stock of problems, the magnitude of 
which will demand the best thinking, 
planning and cooperative action of our 
collective leadership. Unless there is 
such thinking and planning, that bril- 
liantly hued future could become a 
nightmare of no mean proportions. 


Some of these problems—urgent and 
far-reaching—are confined to Atlanta 
proper; some affect Atlanta and Fulton 
County and others the whole five-county 
area and beyond. 

Foremost among them appears to be 
that of planning itself. The Metropolitan 
Planning Commission, created by the 
General Assembly in 1947, is largely 
advisory in scope and is empowered to 
deal with only two counties. Clayton, 
Cobb and Gwinnett are not included. 

While the idea of metropolitan gov- 
ernment more or less has been ruled out, 
interdependence of what is expected to 
be 33 independent local governments 
calls for area-wide planning and co- 
operation. 

Traffic is only one example of the 
pressing issues which become. worse each 
passing week. Somehow or other we 
must reach a solution in which move- 
ment of people takes precedence over 
moving and parking of vehicles. 

We can never forget the increased 
demand for services which will continue 
with growth. This entails financing and 
finding new sources of tax revenue. 
Streets, utilities, schools, police protec- 
tion, health services, urban renewal, sani- 
tation and other services which congested 
urban areas must have must be planned 
for and paid for. 

Cooperation bet ween governmental 
units is an absolute necessity. Central 
Atlanta, with its vast concentration of 
industry, commerce and business, must 
remain a healthy core of the entire de- 
velopment. In that connection, the Plan 
of Improvement of 1952 established a 
model through which overlapping func- 
tions of rival governmental jurisdictions 
can be avoided. 

There is one inescapable fact which 
must be accepted. Atlanta proper and 
the whole metropolitan area are in a con- 
tinuing state of change. Accelerated ex- 
pansion calls for even greater efforts 
merely to stay abreast of it.

Public Will Welcome 
Facts on Steel Strike 


President Eisenhower, acting under 
provisions of the Taft-Hartley Law, has 
left it up to a fact-finding board to de- 
termine whether he should seek a federal 
court injunction to stop the steel walkout 
for 80 days. The board, which began hear- 
ings yesterday, hopes to do more than that 
and settle the strike itself. 

Certainly a settlement would be bet- 
ter than an injunction which might or 
might not lead to a break in the deadlock. 
The President earlier had volunteered to 
name such a fact-finding board. His of- 
fer was accepted by the union and re- 
jected by the steel industry. 

The public could stand some facts. It 
has seen its interests completely disre- 
garded in what appears to be a power 
struggle which has closed down the basic 
industry of the national economy. It is 
this fact of power itself which has fright- 
ened the average citizen. 


Let whatever action possible be taken 
to end the dispute in a manner which 
will protect the interests of all concerned 
—especially that of the nation. If an in- 
junction be necessary, let it proceed. The 
important thing is to get the steel mills 
going even if weeks of tough bargain- 
ing—with government help—is necessary 
to settle the dispute.

Detends ‘2-Pointer’ 


What makes South Carolina refuse to gamble on touchdown 
drives, and then bet the ball game on extra points? 


After following their typically conservative split-T tensive — 
tern 65 yards to paydirt, the Game- — 

cocks almost invariably go for broke 
and the two-point conversion. 


Coach Warren Giese admitted here 
Monday that South Carolina’s abrupt 
reversal of offensive form after scor- 
ing a touchdown must be labeled 
contradictory. 


“But we always go for the two,” 
he said. ‘‘We feel that three yards is 
a reasonable effort for our offense. 
We also believe that the pass-run 
option puts the pressure on the de- 
fense. 

“If you score first and kick the 
point, the touchdown really means 
nothing, for the opposition may score 
and get the two points. 


“On the other hand,

if you score a touchdown and two-point 
conversion, it will take two touchdowns for the other team to beat 
you. 


“It helped us against Georgia, for instance. We got the two- 
point conversions, so Georgia had to try for them, too. They wanted 
to kick the points and probably hadn't worked as much on the 
run-pass possibility. 

“We have scored 11 touchdowns this season, and made six two- 
point conversions. If we had successfully kicked each one, we 
would have scored less points.”’ 


The kick, of course, counts one point and the run or pass two. 
“We also don't have a good place-kicker,”’ Giese confessed 
with a grin. 


During the 1958 season, South Carolina cashed nine of 22 bonus 
conversion attempts, and missed all three attempted placements 


What would Giese do if Clemson led the Gamecocks 74 late in 
the fourth quarter—go for one or two? 


“I'd try to win,” he said. 


Earlier the personable young coach told the Touchdown Club 
of Atlanta that it takes two things to promote a winning football 
situation at a school: 1. Morale, and 2. Physical toughness 

He included five factors as ‘‘musts’’ for good morale. They are 

1. Football players must be treated as first-class citizens; 

2. Coaches must give the players fair treatment. ‘Coaches 
should treat their players as though they were their sons.”’ 

3. An interested administration. 


4. Comparable athletes with the opposing teams. Size and speed 
are secondary to how much the boy likes to compete. 


5. A good coaching staff. 
As for physical toughness, Giese said, ‘‘Football is a game of 
blocking and tackling. The players must be physically prepared.”
